It  Let' moment,  the  minister  was  stuck  with  a  pin  from  someone 
behirc-   ard  he '.lumped  and  scoreaming  with  pain,  cried,  "Who  stucic 
me  with  Sat  ?in?"   The  Welchman  immediately  asked,  "How  do  you 
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know  you  were  stuck  with  a  pin?" 

The  minister  replied,  "I  felt  it." 

The  Welchman  asked,  "Did  you  see  it,  hear  it,  taste  it,  or 
smell  it?" 

The  minister  replied  in  the  negative. 

"And  the  only  reason  you  have  is  that  you  felt  it?" 

"Yes." 

He  in  turn  was  held  up  to  ridicule  by  the  Welchman  for  saying 
that  he  knew  he  was  stuck  with  a  pin,  when  he  had  only  felt  it. 
We  feel  the  truth,  which  makes  us  know  it,  and  we  all  feel  a 
Supreme  Power.   Some  call  it  nature,  others  call  it  God,  but  we 
all  feel  it.   Yes,  you  may  say,  we  all  recognize  a  Supreme  Power, 
but  the  Latter-day  Saints  say  they  know  there  is  a  personal  God. 
How  do  they  know? 

In  reply,  I  might  ask  an  odd  question,   Do  you  know  who  your 
earthly  father  and  mother  are?   You  were  present  when  you  were 
born,  but  you  do  not  know  a  thing  about  it.   All  you  know  is  what 
some  one  has  told  you.   We  know  by  the  testimony  of  men  to  us  that 
such  things  are  actually  true. 

At  a  murder  trial  where  a  man  is  tried  to  see  whether  he 
shall  longer  live-  ar  whether  the  demands  of  justice,  as  society 
puts  it,  shall  be  met  and  the  individual's  life  taken,  the  law 
provides  that  the  accused  be  tried  before  a  jury  of  twelve  men. 
These  twelve  men  are  chosen  because  they  are  acceptable  to  the 
State  and  the  accused,  and  because  they  have  unbiased  minds,  and 
nc  knowledge  whatever  of  the  facts  of  the  case  they  are  to  try. 
The  case  is  of  circumstances  entirely.   The  chain  of  circumstances 
must  be  linked  together  in  order  to  convict.   The  picture  of  evi- 
dence is  portrayed  before  the  jury  by  witnesses,  and  the  test- 
imonies of  men  who  say  they  heard  this,  and  saw  that,  but  in  no 
case  did- they  see  or  hear  the  thing  directly.   They  can  give  only 
circumstances  leading  up  to  the  homicide.   The  story  is  told  and 
completed.   The  judge  instructs  the  jury  that  if  there  is  a  reason- 
able doubt  in  any  of  their  minds,  that  the  verdict  shall  be,  not 
guilty.   They  are  further  told  that  if  they  find  the  accused  guilty 
that  the  penalty  is  death.   They  go  to  their  chamber  in  a  body, 
and  deliberate  upon  what  they  have  seen  and  heard  from  the  test- 
imonies of  men  concerning  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused. 
They  come  to  a  virdict  of  guilty.   In  reaching  this  verdict,  they 
have  been  fully  conscious  that  it  means  the  earthly  life  of  a  man 
shall  be  ended  by  the  crack  of  five  guns.   Knowing  this,  they  are 
willing  to  say,  "I  know  the  accused  is  guilty,  and  I  know  it  from 
the  testimonies  of  men.   I  know  it  so  well,  that  I  am  willing  to  gc 
on  record  forever  as  saying  that  I  am  willing  that  a  human  life  be 
'taken  because  of  my  knowledge  and  because  of  the  law  of  the  land." 

Why  they  know  is  because  the  evidence  was  convincing,  and 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt.   How  they  know  is  because  they  have  been 
informed  by  men.   They  knew. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  who  bear  testimony  of  the  existence  of 
a  nerscnal  living  God  have  not  seen  him,  neither  have  they  seen 
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anyone  who  has  seen  Him,  but  they  know  that  God  lives.   They  know 
beeau.se  they  have  been  -cold  by  people,  who  have  been  told  by  some- 
one else,  who  was  told  ry  Joseph  Smith  that  he  saw  a  personal, 
living  aod.   The  faat  that  they  have  net  seen  Him  is  no  proof' 
that  He  does  not  exist,  but  Joseph  Smith  saw  Him,  and  indirectly 
from  his  testimony,  they  have  proof  that  He  exists.   They  know 
from  the  testimonies  of  men,  and  these  testimonies,  combined  with 
their  own  native  instincts  and  experiences  gives  them  the  right  to 
bear  testimony  to  the  knowledge. 

They  know  just  as  we  know  we  had  forefathers.   We  have  never 
seen  them,  neither  have  we  seen  anyone  who  has  seen  them,  but  we 
know  they  did  exist. 

We  can  all  come  to  this  same  knowledge  of  God  by  doing  as 
John  the  Apostle  said.  "If  any  man  will  do  His  will,  he  shall  know 
of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  cf  God,  or  whether  it  be  of  man." 

Let  us  do  che  will  of  the  Father  so  that  we  may  know.   Let  us 
search  our  hearts  to  see  if  they  are  pure ,  and  to  find  if  we  do 
know.   Let  us  test  our  experiences,  and  make  our  belief  so  strong 
and  cur  faith  so  great  that  there  will  be  no  room  for  doubt.   Let 
us  come  to  a  knowledge  cf  as  much  information  as  can  possibly  be 
attained  in  mortal  life,  so  that  we  may  gain  more  truth,  and  not  be 
found  with  those  who  say,  "I  think  I  know"  in  the  hypnotic  manner 
of  a  make --believe  j  but  be  numbered  with  those  who  say,  "I  know." 


THE  WORD  OF  WISDOM  IH  THE  MARKET  PLACE

Three  of  us,  the  host  a  prominent  attorney,  Dr.  Jones — let 
us  call  him  that-- one  of  the  foremost  scientists  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture",  and  I,  were  eating  lunch  in 
the  Washington  Hotel  of  the  c apical  city  of  America.   We  had 
almost  finished  our  meal.,   The  waiter  approached: 

"Coffye.  gentleman?" 

'Ho,  thank  you,"  said; I. 

"Ho,  thank  you,"  said  Dr.  Jones;  and  then,  as  an  after- 
thought, he  added:  "Well,  if  you  have  some  coffe  Haag  you  may  bring 
me  a  cup . " 

"Yes  sir."  answered  the  waiter,  "we  have  coffee  Haag.   There 
is  an  increasing  demand  for  it  these  days." 

When  the  waiter  had  left  I  asked  Dr.  Jones:  "What  is  coffee 
Haag?" 

He  answered:  "It  is  coffee  from  which  the  caffein,  or  stimulat- 
ing element,  has  been  removed  by  a  special  process.   My  work  in 
the  laboratory  requires  a  steady  eye  and  hand,  and  I  have  dis- 
covered from  long  experience  that  the  stimulating  effect  of  the 
caffein  in  coffee  tends  no  make  me  less  able  to  do  the  exacting 
work  required  o1"  me.   Yet  I  like  the  taste  of  coffee,  and  I  was 
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pleased  when  coffee  Haag  came,  upon  the  market.   It  enables  me 
to  er.jo:T  the  coffee  flavour  without  being  unnerved  by  the  coffee 
stimularrt « ;I 

Oar  bald  went,  on;  our  host  and  I  were  sipping  our  glasses  of 
buttermilk,  and  Dr.  Jones  his  de-caf feinized  coffee.   When  we  had 
just  about  finished,  the  waiter  approached  our  table  again. 
"Cigars  or  cigarettes,  gentlemen?" 
Our  host  said:  "No,  thank  ycu.   I  do  not  smoke." 
"No,  thank  you,"  said  I;  "I  am  not  a  user  of  tobacco." 
"No,  thank  you,"  said  Dr.  Jones;  and  then  hesitatingly  added: 
"Well,  if  you  have  some  Sano  cigarettes  you  may  bring  me  a  few." 

The  waiter  answered:  "Very  well,  sir.   There  is  quite  a 
demand  these  days  for  Sano  cigarettes." 

' I  had  heard  before  of  coffee  Haag,  and  knew  something  of  the 
treatment  employed  to  remove  the  caffein,  but  this  was  the  first 
time  that  I  had  heard  of  Sane  cigarettes,  so  I  made  inquiry  of 
Dr.  Jones.

I  left  the  luncheon  that  day  with  the  thought  that  perhaps, 
in  spite  of  the  increase  in  some  places  of  coffee  and  tea  drinking 
and  smoking,  there  is  no  doubt  an  increasing  consciousness  of  the 
evil  effects  of  these  substances  upon  thy  human  body.   Certainly 
is  is  sugnificant  thax  one  of  the  foremost  hotels  of  a  freat  nation 
carries  regularly  coffee  from  which  the  caffein  has  been  removed 
and  ta.bacco  from  which  the  nicotine  has  been  removed,  which 
indicates  that  the  demand  for  such  purified  substances  is  fairly 
large,  and  possibly  increasing. 

A  few  days  later  I  looked  over  thetnenu  of  a  trans-Atlantic 
steamer,  and  found  the  de-caff einized  coffee  was  always  available 
to  the  passengers,  and  the  Sane  cigarettes  were  carried  for  sale. 
The  Word  of  Wisdom  has  certainly  entered  the  market  places  of  the 
world . 

But  why  drink  coffee  at  all,  with  or  without  caffein?   It 
is  an  expensive  flavouring  for  warm  water,  and  represents  only  an 
acquired  baste  which,  with  a  little  exercise  of  the  will,  may  be 
overcome,  and  other  drinks,  equally  good  for  the  body  and  equally 
tasty,  but  much  cheaper,  may  be  substituted  therefor.

The  habit 
of  smoking  is  artifical,  unnatural  and  expensive,  and  yields  no 
return  in  comfort  comminsurate  with  its  cost  in  money  and 
health.   Fresh,  pur  air  is  still  the  best  substance  with  which 
to  fill  the  lungs. 

The  revelation  concerning  the  Word  of  Wisdom  was  given  to  the 
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Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  the  year  1833.   At  that  time  chemistry 
and  physiology  had  not  reached  the  present  high  stage  of  per- 
fe  ction.   Chemical  and  physiological  facts  were  few;  caffein, 
the  active  element  of  coffee,  and  nicotin,  the  active  principle  of 
tobacco,-  had  barely  been  discovered.   The  physiological  effects  of 
these  poisons  were  not  understood.   Nevertheless,  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  taught  without  hesitation,  and  with  the  assurance 
born  of  divine  inspiration,  that  these  substances  should  not  be 
used  by  men,  for  they  injure  the  body.   The  Word  of  Wisdom  is 
a  great  lav/  for  the  upbilding  and  maintanance  of  bodily  health. 
Those  who  have  strong  bodies  are  better  able  to  perform  the  duties 
of  life,  whether  mental  or  spiritual.   All  Saints,  indeed  all 
men,  should  observe  and  keep  this  commandment,  and  teach  it 
to  their  fellcw-men.  — Millennial  Star.

way  to  the  Salt  Lake  valley.   The  growth  of  Salt  Lake  City _ is 
depicted  and  many  of  the  dilightful  conditions  that  now  exist  are 
shown  in  their  natural  coloring  which  make  them  all  the   mere  real. 
Some  of  the  "Wonder  Scenes  of  Nature"  which  form  a  large  part  ol 
ATie^ca-'s  met  famous  beauty  spots  are  also  shown.   The  mam  body 
of  :;e  "-,;,; Vo  apals  wiah  th3  authenticity  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  by 
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showing  nearly  two  hendred  different  ruins  that  are  to  be  found 
in  Mexico  and  surrounding  country.   Some  of  the  ruins  of  a  cne 
time  great  civilised  people  are  too  large  to  "be  compared  wi  th  any 
other"  ruins  of  the  world  today.   Some  of  the  great  pyramids  are 
larger  than  the  great  pyramid,  Chops,  of  North  Africa.   Que  tat  ions 
from  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  makes  possible  a  close  comparison 
between  the  ruins  shown  and  that  record,  from  a  very  interesting 
phase  of  the  lacture.

The  lecture  was  at  first  divided  into  a  series  of  three,  but  since 
the  first  series  which  took  place  in  "Cumorah"  Main  Road,  Mowbray, 
en  the  night  of  March  18th,  19th,  and  2Cth  it  has  been  condenced 
into  a  series  of  two.   President  Evans,  assisted  by  Brother  Walter 
Park  of  the  Cape  District,  who  acted  as  operator  for  the  projecter, 
made  their  first  public  showing  in  the  Van  Der  Stell  Hall  in  The 
Strand,  C.  P.   The  first  showing  at  The  Strand  took  place  en 
April  2nd,  the  second  on  April  5th.   Since  the  Lecture  Tour  has 
started  its  work  in  the  Cape  District  President  Evans  has  lectured 
eleven  times  in  public  halls  and  seven  times  in  private  homes. 
Thirty-five  copies  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  have  been  distributed, 
and  many  friends  have  been  made.   The  advertising  matter  for-' the 
tour  has  become  a  very  important  item,  and  cweing  to  the  splendid 
services  of  Brother  P..
